Drs Wilson has heard from lajor Bob Patterson who writes from England thet 
he is enjoying life in Oxford and thet he has attended several meetings of the 
British Orthopaedic Association. He yuotes some figures froma paper he heard on 
the results of fractures of the carpo=scaphoid in the British Army. 853 cases with 
ea followup on 450. The results of plaster fixation in the acuté fractures were ex- 
cellent but the cases operated upon at any stege by any means were unsatisfactory. 
For example, out of 108 fractures treated by bone graft only 8 returned to full ace 
tive duty. He hes been having quite a few war casualties and coments on the much 
lower mortality among wougded in this wer and a low rate of amputations compared with 
the experience in 1918. He has been very interested in the wounds of the knee joint. 
In the simple penetrating wounds he has employed asniration and then solfonemide drug. 
In the more severe types of injury in which clothing or foreign body is present , he 
cebrides down to the joint, weshes the joint out, closes the synovial membrane and 
drains down to it and immobilizes the leg in plaster and employs the drug. In the 
acute cases that he treated there were no deaths, only one real infection and one 
gas gangrene which survived by amputation. It was very nice to hear suéh good news 
from Bob Patterson and we think he has been fortunate in his assignment and we wish 
him continued good luck,
